The Fugio you sent is not overstruck on another 
coin. It is variety 11-X. The obverse has additional 
marks caused by die clashing. This, as you probably know, 
is caused when the top die in a drop press is permitted to 
strike the lower one without a planchet in between. The 
reverse damaged the obverse and so all coins subsequently 
struck with a damaged die show the extra impression.
